Water  Supply. 

As  yo are  already  aware  the  bulk  of  the  water  supplied  in  the  area  is 
obtained  from  Manchester  Corporation  and  is  under  constant  supervision  and 
examination. 

At  the  end  of  1°':6  out  of  a total  of  7k9h  houses  in  the  Distriot  6,653 
were  supplied  with  v.  -■  noil’s  mains.  In  some  oases  the  pressure 

1 supply  poor,  the  soheme  planned  for  general  improvement  on  the  Western
